JUDGE SABIN DEAD. 


A Gallant Soldier and Good Man 
tione to the Silent Majority. 


The sad intelligence was flashed 
over the wires this morning that Hon. 
George M. Sabin, Judge of the District 
Court of the United States for the Dis- 
trict of Nevada, died at the Palace Ho- 
tel, San Francisco, at 8:15 a. M. |to- 
day, and although not entirely unpx- 
pected, was a shock to this commpn- 
ity, where the Judge was a genpral 
favorite. 
His malady was rheumatic gout, 
which attacked the brain, rendering 
him unconscious for many days pre- 
vious to his dissolution, but being of 
robust physique and strong constjtu- 
tion, hoped for the best, while every 
symptom from the first was of a fatal 
character. 

Dr. George H. Thoma of Reno, pne | 
of his warmest personal friends, was 
called to his bedside on last Thurstlay 


morning, and upon his return on fat- 
urday morning, advised his friends 
here that the sands of life wre fast 
running out, and very little hope pf a 
favorable result of his malady could be 
anticipated; and his worst fears fare 


now realized, the Judge is no more! 


Hon. George M. Sabin was borni in 
the State of Ohio, and was in his fifty- 
seventh year at the time of his dedth. 
When the war broke out he was en- 
gaged in the practice of his profession 
in the city of Madison, in the State of 
Wisconsin, and was one of the first to 
respond to the call of President Lintoln 
for troops, going out with the ninety- 
day men. He then returned after this 
term and re-enlisted in the Sixtednth 
Wisconsin Regiment as a private sgol- 
dier, but, before leaving the barratks, 
was made a Lieutenant of his company 
and Adjutant of the regiment, and at 
the battle of Shiloh was promo to 
the position of Lieutenant-Colonel) for 
conspicuous gallantry on the ld. 
He was subsequently promoted to} the 
position of Inspector-General on Gen- 
eral McArthur’s staff, which position 
he held until the fall of Vicksburg in 
July, 1863, when he was appointed by 
General Grant Judge Advocate of} the 
military district of Vicksburg, where 
he remained until the war closed, or 
until 1866, when a Civil Government 
was established in Mississippi. | He 
then removed to Nevada, and arrived 
at Treasure Hill in the fall of 1868. 
After filling several positions of trust 
in organizing the District Court in 
Lincoln county, he again commenced 
the practice of his profession in Pigche. 
He subsequently removed to Eureka 
as a member of the law firm of Bipbop 
& Sabin, and was engaged in the prac- 
tice of law as a member of that |firm 
when elevated to the position which 
he honorably filled at the time of his 
death. | 

In all the walks of life Judge Sabin 
was a man of the strictest integrity and 


ciple, and his untimely decease} will 
create a vacancy which cannot be 
easily filled. | 

He was a man of more than ordinary 
ability, although modest and retiring 
in his manner, and a general favorite 
with both bench and bar. May the 
sod rest lightly upon his tomb.

THAT RENO HOUSE, 


Which Yerington’s Hand Grenades 
Failed to Extinguish. 
Readers of the Carson papers during 
the past week cannot have failed to 
notice sundry local notices relative to 
an exhibition to be given on Saturday 
evening of how Hume Yerington, with 
the fire-extinguishing hand grenades 
(af which he is agent), was going to 
put out a blazing building, which, it 
was represented, had been brought 
from Reno for the trial. Well, Satur- 
day afternoon a case of the grenades 
were brought down town and placed 
in Jack Furlong’s saloon, directly op- 
posite of where a wooden structure 
about 30 feet long, 20 leet wide and 15 
feet high had been erected, and at 8 
o’clock at least 600 people had congre- 
gated to witness the well-advertised 
‘“‘show.”’ In the meantime, Furlong, 
or some one else who knew the locality 
of the grenades, drew the the corks, 
emptied them voi the fire-extinguishing 
liquid and filled them all with coal oil. 
At the appointed time, Gus Leeper, 
Haume’s assistant, thoroughly satur- 
ated the structure with a large quan- 
tity of coal oil procured for that pur- 
pose, and to which he applied a match, 
and in an “instant Sam Davie’ 
“Reno house’ was in a blaze, 
the flames leaping nearly as high 
as the State Capitol. At this point 
Mr. Yerington instructed his assistant 
to commence the extinguishing act, 
when Leeper seized a couple of bottles 
of the fluid, and, running to the edge 
of the burning mass, smashed them 
together; but, instead of lessening the 
hight of the blaze, it materially in- 
creased it. Not yet suspecting the 
trick, Leeper instantly seized a couple 
more bottles of the supposed fire anni- 
hilating liquid, which he - quickly 
smashed, with the same result as be- 
fore, and it was not until he had broken 
a couple of dozen bottles that he began 
to suspect that his liquid had been 
tampered with. 
_ About fifty of those ‘present who were 
in the secret greatly enjoyed the inci- 
dent, as was evidenced by their re- 
peated shouts as bottle after bottle of 
the best ‘‘ Elaine ”’ oil was thrown onto 
the burning mass.

A LILLIPUTIAN RAILWAY. 


Massachusetts. 

A wonderful railroad is the one 
which connects the towns of Bedford 
and Bellevue, Mass.. says the Albany 
Argus. Itis nine miles in length, and is 
probably as unique as any on the globe. 
The distanee is not so astonishing, ex- 
cept when the gauge of ten inches is 
considered. 

In the short distance traversed by the 
pigmy it crosses eleven streams. with 


height. The rails weigh but 
pounds to the yard, about the size of those 
usedin the mines of Missouri and Ii- 
nois. The carsand engines are construct- 


suring greater safety. The cars are pro- 
vided with single seats on each side of 
the aisle. 

The car itself weighs but four tons. 
the weight of an ordinary car being 
twenty to twenty-six tons. The engine, 
without the tender, weighs seven tons, 
and runs with two passenger or freight 
cars at the rate of twenty miles an 
hour. There is a smaller railroad than 
thisin the United States—the one in 
Bucks County, Pa.—but it is only 
kept as an expensive toy by a rich 
farmer who has made a fortune out of cil.
